Roosevelt’s country life commission, 
and a father who was secretary of 
agriculture before him. 
Born on an Iowa farm, later a 
‘‘dirt farm er” with

acres 
to 
m anage, he still clings to the ways 
of the country. 
At press conferences he has the 
habit of hooking one arm over the

and

straightforw ardly as a farm er lean­ 
ing over a barn-lot gate. 
On the w’alls of his office are a 
picture of his father,

the secretary of agriculture in the 
Harding and Coolidge cabinets, and 
a large alum inum medal on which 
is engraved “Henry Wallace, plow­ 
boy champion."

Nephew Also Farm ’Editor 
“Uncle Henry” died in 1916 and 
he was succeeded in the editorial 
chair by Henry C. Wallace, his son, 
One other farm editor has come 
from the W allace family. 
He is 
Daniel Wallace, 
nephew

the 
present secretary, who edits a farm 
paper in St. Paul, Minn. 
When the elder Wallace became 
secretary of agriculture in 1921. h is' 
son, Henry A., took over the edi­ 
torial direction. 
Brought up in an atm osphere of 
“dirt farm ing," farm magazine cd- j 
iting and agricultural science and 
encouraged throughout by his fa th ­ 
er, young Henry was a cham pion 
plowman at 12, an 
experim enter 
with corn plots at 15 and a gradu­ 
ate of Ames, where his father had I 
taught dairyng. 
M astering m athem atics 
to pur­ 
sue his agricultural economics and 
statistical studies, he devised 
the 
first corn-hog radio charts to indi­ 
cate the probable course of markets, 
forecase price trends from the ex­ 
periences 
following the Civil war 
and Napoleonic wars and develop a 
j system 
of forecasting crop yields 
! from weather records. 
“Henry and I took an adding m a- 
j chine out to his house and had a 
grand tim e.” a statistician from the 
departm ent of agriculture related 
a few years ago after his return 
from a visit to Des Moines. 
His experim ents 
in 
developing 
hybrid corn varieties and with hogs 
and chickens earned a full account 
in Paul de K ruif’s “Hunger Fight- j 
prs.” a popular work on science. 
An interest in m athem atics and 
weather forecasting caused him to 
rig up a telescope and to study as­ 
tronom y as a hobby. 
He wonder­ 
ed w hether there really was any- j 
thing in horoscopes 
and 
studied 
them a time. 
Research in feeding 
rations for anim als caused him to
